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Indonesian Gov't 
Reopens 3 Banks 
Taken by Unions 


JAKARTA (AP)—Three major Dutch banks taken 
over by Indonesian trade unionists reopened Monday 


afternoon, easing a serious 


threat to the country’s eco- 


-nomy. 

The three banks, seized by 
the workers Saturday in defi- 
ance of Government orders, had 
been closed all morning. Circula- 
tion of money had been drasti- 
cally affected, and there were 
fears further seizures of banks, 
if they developed, would cause 
an economic breakdown, 


The banks—the WNederlands- 
che Handel Maatschappij, the 
Nationale Handelsbank and Es- 
compto—reopened after talks 
among Dutch bank officials, mill- 
tary authorities and workers’ 
representatives. 


All three institutions now are 
operating under combined super- 
vision of the army, police and 
the Bank of Indonesia. 


It was not decided, however, 
whether to nationalize or return 
them to Dutch control. 


Directors of the banks had 
told the Government they could 
not operate unless there was an 
easing of the anti-Dutch cam- 
paign launched a week ago in an 
effort to pressure the Nether- 
lands into giving up West New 
Guinea. 


Seizures by the workers al- 
ready have paralyzed  inter- 
island shipping and the principal 
export-import firms. Reports 
reaching Jakarta indicated 
workers also are taking over 
concerns handling Indonesia's 
Major exports—rubber, tin, 
copra, coffee, tea and palm oil. 

Some reports said the Dutch 
were trying a scorehed earth 
policy rather than hand over 
their stocks. 


The first major group of 
Dutch leaving in response to 
the Indonesian demand for eva- 
cuation of nonessential technical 
personnel was reported starting 
out Wednesday. 


The immigration ‘office issucd 
250 exit permits for men, wom- 
en and children, including most 
of the employes of the KLM 
Royal Dutch Air Line. The Gov- 
ernment banned KLM operations 
in Indonesia at the start of the 
anti-Dutch campaign. 


Reports said the first evacuees 
would be moved out on planes 
chartered from Air India, the 
Australian Qantas line and 
British Overseas Airways Corp... 
(BOAC). 7 

Meanwhile, 400 Indonesian 
workers Monday afternoon took

Blasts Flatten 


Indonesia's 
Arms Plant — 


JAKARTA (AP)~-The Indo- 
nesian Army’s only ammunition 
depot and small arms factory 
near Bandung, about 100 miles 
south of here, was destroyed by 
a tremendous series of explosions 
during Sunday night, About 20 
soldiers guarding the plant were 
presumed cead, 


The Indonesian Government, 
while acknowledging that the 
blast occurred, clamped a tight 
blackout on details, 

There was no immediate ac- 
curate estimate of total casual- 
ties. 

Eyewitnesses said Bandung, 
about three miles from the for- 
mer Dutch plant, was shaken 
as though by an earthquake and 
windows through the town were 
shattered. 


Eyewitnesses said the first 
huge blast rocked the factory 
at two minutes after 10 p.m. 
Sunday and a series of many 
smaller explosions continued for 
hours afterward. 


While there was no indication 
of sabotage, Bandung is the cap- 
ital of the Sundanese people 
some of whom are rumored to 
have participated in the recent 
attempt to assassinate Presi- 
dent Achmed Sukarne. 

Bandung, in the mountains 
south of here, also has the larg- 
est Dutch population of any city 
outside Jakarta. There has been 
a heavy anti-Dutch campaign in 
the Bandung area since Indo- 
nesia’s campaign to win control 
of West New Guinea began re- 
cently. 

Loss of the factory and depot 
presumably will be a serious 
blow to the Indonesian Army, 
which has no alternate facilities. 


Sweden Protests 


Soviet Bay Closure 


STOCKHOEM (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Sweden has protested to Rus- 
sia against the closure of Vla- 
divostok Bay to foreign shipping 
and aircraft, it was disclosed 
here Monday. — 

The Swedish Embassy in Mos- 
cow handed a note to the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry saying the clo- 
sure last July of Peter the Great 
Bay had no basis in interna- 
tional law.

Jakarta Asks 
Japan Gov't 
For Loan 

Of 45 Ships 


Officials of the Japanese Trans- 
portation Ministry yesterday dis- 
closed that Indonesia has asked 
Japan for the loan of 45 ships 
—including 5 tankers and 10 big 
freighters of more than 1,000 
tons. 

They made the disclosure, 
Kyodo News Service reported, 
after Transportation *Minister 
Sannojo Nakamura earlier yes- 
terday had informed the Cabinet 
that a shipping aid request had 
arrived from Indonesia where 
the maritime transportation in- 
dustry apparently is on the 
verge of complete collapse due 
to «the escape of Dutch vessels 
fleeing Indonesian waters and 
the threat of nationalization. 


Late last night it was not yet 
known exactly what the Trans- 
portation Minister had told the 
Cabinet meeting. First reports 
quoted Nakamura as saying that 
Jakarta had asked Japan “to 
take over the shipping business” 
in Indonesian from the Nether- 
lads. 

Later, however, it developed 
that the minister merely had 
said that he had received an “in- 
formal” request for maritime 
transportation aid, so informal 
and vague that the Government 
yesterday afternoon decided to 
ask Jakarta to elaborate its aid 
request. 

The Transportation Minister, 
nevertheless, advised the Cabi- 
net to study the matter in order 
to make possible a quick deci- 
sion when clarification has ar- 
rived from Jakarta. 


Maritime transportation in 
Indonesia had been virtually 
monopolized up to now by the 
Dutch-owned KPM Royal Dutch 
Interinsular ‘Shipping Company, 
which operated 98 ships aggre- 
gating some 200,000 gross tons, 

Against this, Indonesia owns 
105 ships with a total tonnage 
of only 57,100 tons. 


According to Transportation 
Ministry officials, Indonesia is 
seeking from Japan five tankers 
of the 1,000 toe 5,000-ton class, 
10 freighters of 1,000 tons or 
more and 30 others of less than 
1,000 tons. 

They said Japan now has 98 
bottoms of the 500 to 700 tons 
class and 322 ships of the 1,200 
to 5,000-ton class. 

They believe that Japan would 
be able to supply up to about 
100,000 tons or 10 per’ cent of 
these ships to Indonesia if Japan 
decided to extend aid. 

As to the method of aid, the 
Officials said the Government 
probably will decide on a policy 
of having the private shipping 
firms extend assistance indepen- 
dently, 

The Transportation Ministry 
is also of the opinion that it 
would be necessary to send sea- 
men to run the ships, 

Shipping industry circles were 
reportedly hoping to obtain a 


guarantee from the Government |

Spain Warns 
Morocco of 
Aiding Rebels 


RABAT (AP)—The Spanish 
Government Sunday threatened 
to take “all necessary meas- 
ures” against the Moroccan Gov- 
ernment if “it continues to aid 
the Ifni rebels.” The warning 
was delivered in a note to the 
Moroccan Government by Spa- 
nish Ambassador Alecover y 
Sureda. 

The newspaper Al Alam, offi- 
cial organ of the nationalist Is- 
tiqlal Party, said that the note 
had been rejected by the acting 
Moroccan Foreign Minister. 

Meantime, the military situa- 
tion in Ifni was confused, The 
correspondent of Al Alam claim- 
ed that the rebels were in con- 
trol of “the entire territory of 
Ifni except for the town of Sidi 
Ifni.” The Spanish Army, how- 
ever, issued a communique in 
Madrid saying that all organ- 
ized resistance has ceased. The 
communique added that Spanish 
forces niow are encountering 
only harassing elements, 


RABAT (AP)—King Moham- 
med V, in a recorded broadcast 
from New York where he is 
visiting, Monday called on the 
Moroccan people to remain calm 
in the face of Spanish “viola- 
tions of which we have been 
victims.” 

This is the first public state- 
ment of the monarch since fight- 
ing broke out between Moroc- 
ean-based “fighters of Ifni” and 
Spanish troops garrisoning that 
Spanish-ruled enclave in Moroc- 
can territory. ; 

The King said he was “sur- 
prised. Spain sent warships to 
our coasts and into our territor- 
ial waters.” He said this was “a 
violation of the recognized 
rights of states and a violation 


‘of the duties of friendship” be- 
tween Spain and Morocco.

Saudi Arabia, 
Japan Firm 
Conclude Oil 
Agreement 


CAIRO (Kyodo)—An agree- 
ment for Japanese exploration 
of oil reserves in the Persian 
Gulf area was signed in Riyadh, 
Saudi Arabia, Sunday between 
the Saudi Arabian Government 
and the Japan Petroleum Trad- 
ing Co., Ltd., culminating nego- 
tiations Commenced last July. 


The pact reportedly calls for 
profits derived from the develop- 
ment of oil resources to be di- 
vided at a ratio of 56 per cent 
for Saudi Arabia and 44 per cent 
for the Japanese firm. 

The agreement also reported- 
ly specifies that: 

1. The Japanese side 
pay a-lease fee of $3 million 


wait. 

2. The Japan Arabian Oil Co. 
will establish its head office in 
Tokyo. Two-thirds of its board 
directors will be Japanese and 
one-third Saudi Arabians and 
Kuwaits. Board of directors 
meetings will be held twice a 
year in Japan and in Saudi 
Arabia, | 

The agreement was signed by 
Taro Yamashita, chief promoter 
of the Japan Arabia Oil Co., 
and Saudi Arabian Finance 
Minister Mohamed Seran el 
Sabar. 

The pact empowered the Japa- 
nese firm to drill for oil in an 
offshore sector of the so-called 
neutral zone between Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait and at two 
other oilfields belonging to Sau- 
di Arabia. 

When the Japanese negotia- 
tors headed by Yamashita, 
president of the Japan Oi] Ex- 
port Co., came to Saudi Arabia 
in late July, they were optimis- 
tic that the negotiations would 
be concluded within three 
weeks. 

The talks, however, dragged 
out due to various reasons, in- 
cluding the emergency of press- 
ing problems in the Near East 
which occupied most of King 
Saud’s time, 

Although the Japanese side 
made a big concession in agree- 


ing to pay ah annual lease fee, 


it was able to win Saudi Ara- 
bian agreement to the establish- 
ment of a Japanese juridical 
body for the development of 
the oil. 

Observers believed that 
“quite some time” and funds 
will be required before full- 
scale explorations get under 
way. 


New Parking Law 
Draft Approved 

The Government, at a confer- 
ence of vice ministers, vesterday 
approved the draft of a parking 
place ordinance mapped out by 
the Construction Ministry to 
cope with the increasing conges- 
tion of automobile traffic. 

The ordinance is expected to 


‘be put into effect from Feb. 1 
after official approval by the 


| Cabinet today. 


The main points of the ordi- 
nance are: 

1. Parking of cars will be 
prohibited on main highways, 
roads having no side walks and 
roads which are Jess than 20 feet 
in width, 

2. The parking fee for a car 
at a designated parking lot will 
be set at less than ¥10 per 10 
minutes, No parking fee will be 
charged from midnight to 7 
a.m 


3. Construction of a building 
covering an area of more than 
36,000 square feet will require 
construction of a parking place 
of its own, 3 

Private parking places outside 
the roads should have an area of 
more than 500 square meters 
and be equipped with fire-pre- 
vention facilities, sufficient light- 
ing and a shelter. 


Subway Motormen 
Strike in N.Y. 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP)—A 
strike of subway motormen shut 
down half the city’s subway 
system before the morning rush 
hour Monday, slowed service on 
another 25 per cent of the lines 
and threw the city into a mes- 
sive transportation snarl in a 
drenching rainstorm.

Kishi Airs Budget- 
With 3 Top Tories 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi told Liberal-Democratic 
Party leaders last night that he 
intended to increase the Ground 
Self-Defense Force personnel by 
10,000 men, as originally plan- 
ned, by appropriating the requir- 
ed expenses in the next fiscal 
budget. 


Kishi invited top leaders of 
the ruling party to his private 
residence at Shibuya to discuss 
compiiation of the next fiscal 
budget, 

Those who attended the meet- 
ing were Shojiro Kawashima, 
secretary general, Shigemasa 
Sunada, chairman of the party's 
Executive Board, and Takeo 
Miki, chairman of the Policy 
Board. 

The Prime Minister told the 
trio that it would be difficult to 
reduce Japan’s share of the 
Japan-United States joint de- 
fense cost by more than the 
amount already agreed on. 

He also expressed the hope of 
introducing modern Weapons 
from the U.S. as much as pos- 
sible. 

However, Kishi reserved his 
decision on the most controver- 
sial issues, such as tax reduction 
and funds to help adjust busi- 
ness conditions. He just asked 
the party leaders to adjust their 
views on those issues at a meet- 
ing of party leaders tomorrow. 

The Prime Minister said he 
hoped to place utmost emphasis 
on the development of science 
and technology and improye- 
ment of roads in compiling the 
next fiscal budget. 

Miki then said that a study 
made by the Policy Board set 
the estimated revenue for the 
next fiscal year at 1,338,000 
million. 

He also said that the amount 
of funds available to carry out 
new Government policies would 
total about ¥77,500 million after 
deducting the necessary exX- 
penditures, including the esti- 
mated increase in appropria- 
tions already earmarked. 

Earlier, Kishi said at yester- 
day’s Cabinet meeting that he 
believed that his second trip to 
Southeast Asia and Australia 
and New Zealand .was even 
more fruitful than he had anti- 
cipated. 

Kishi Said Japan should try 
to solve the reparations prob- 
lem with South Vietnam, which, 
he described, as the champion 
of anticommunism in Southeast 
Asia, with understanding and 
sympathy. 

The Prime Minister said he 
succeeded in eliminating a large 
part of the ill feeling toward 
Japan, notably in Australia and 
the Philippines. 


Asian unity in order to prevent 
international communism from 
taking advantage of the up- 
surge of nationalism and anti- 
colonialism in Indonesia and 
other countries. 


The Prime Minister said he 
felt that British influence is still 
strong in former colonies and 
Commonwealth countries.

Two U.S. Airmen File Appeal

The appeal will be forwarded 
to Tokyo Higher Court which 
within about a month will de- 
cide whether the two airmen 
are entitled to a new trial.

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The Japanese Cabinet 
yesterday approved the 
terms of a memorandum 
signed in Jakarta late Sun- 
day night in which Japan 
committed itself to pay 
Indonesia $225,444,000 in 
goods and services over a 
12-year period. 

The memorandum was signed 
by Ataru Kobayashi, representa- 
tive of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, and Indonesian Prime 
Minister Djuanda.

SINGAPORE (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Japanese war re- 
parations mission arrived in 
Singapore from Jakarta Mon- 
day in the same plane as 13 
Dutch evacuees. A spokesman 
for the five-man team said 
there was “no extraordinary 
situation” in Indonesia. The 
leader of the mission, Ataru 
Kobayashi, said agreement 
had been reached on the basic 
principles of Japanese repara- 
tions to Indonesia.

The treaty and agreements 
are scheduled to be. signed in 
Jakarta in. the middle of 
January.

Sunday’s memorandum con- 
tained these provisions: 

1. Japan is to pay $225,444,- 
000 as reparations in goads and 
services. This amount will be 
paid in annual installments of 
$20 million for 11 years, and the 
remaining sum will be paid in 
the 12th year. 

2. Japan will renounce the 
right to claim a $174,556,000 
trade debt from Indonesia, 

3. Japanese private firms 
will invest and advance com- 
mercial loans totaling $400 mil- 
lion to Indonesia over a 20-year 
period. Japan and Indonesia 
will take steps to facilitate such 
economic cooperation between 
the two countries, 

4. The peace treaty to be 
concluded by the two nations 
will state that steps will be 
taken to further strengthen 
economic ties when relations 
between the two countries are 
normalized and that nondiscrim- 
inatory treatment shall be ac- 
corded each other in economic, 
trade and other fields, 

These steps will be taken in 
conformity with the resolutions 
of the Bandung Conference of 
Afro-Asian nations. 

5. The peace treaty will 
consist of provisions on end- 
ing the state of war, promotion 
of peaceful relations and points 
one and four of the memoran- 
dum. Points one, two and three 
of the memorandum shall be 
co¥ered in a separate document. 

Fujiyama said yesterday he 
hoped to have the peace treaty 
and reparations agreement 
drafted. and ready for signing 
in mid-January. 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Ki- 
ichi Aichi said there may be 
some slight changes in the fin- 
al reparations figures after they 
are processed by experts.

weapons if they should be bas- 
ed in their t2rritories. 

Several Atlantic Pact coun- 
tries, includi West seirioeeg A 
Norway and nmark, are be- 
lieyed to be reluctant to mete 
rocket-launching sites based on 
their soil, 

On the other hand, Britain is 
pepening for Germany to play 
her full part in the defense of 
Western Europe and ease the 
financial burden caused by the 
maintenance of large British 
forees in Germany. 

NATO officials here are con- 
fident that the conference will 
result in the early creation of a 
scientific pool and they also be- 
lieve that there will be greater 
economic cooperation among 
member nations and a new 
drive to help African and Asian 
countries in their development. 


U.S. Cotton Figure 
Shows Sharp Drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Agriculture Department 
Monday estimated this year’s 
Government-controled cotton 
crop at 11,010,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. 

This is 778,000 bales less than 
the department's November esti- 
mate of 11,788,000 bales. It com- 
pares also with last year’s crop 
of 13,310,000 bales and with the 
19-year (1946-55) average of 13,- 
669,000 bales. 

The estimate was issued one 
day before growers go to polls 
to vote on continuation of the 
control program next year. Ap-

Shimomura Dies 


Dr. Hiroshi Shimomura, 82, 
chairman of the National Park 
Council and also an author, died 
of cancer of the liver at the 
Teishin Hospital in Tokyo at 
3:40 a.m. yesterday. 

As Shimomura had been a 
nonbeliever in religion, a fare- 
well function without funeral 
services will be he.d for him at 
the Aoyama Funeral Hall 
Thursday afternoon.

He graduated from Tokyo 
Imperial University in 1898, 
after which he entered the 
Communications Ministry. He 
served as chief of the Savings 
Bureau of the Ministry and 
Chief Japanese Civil Adminis- 
trator in Taiwan. 

He was later named a mem- 
ber of the House of Peers and 
chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Nippon Hoso Kyo- 
kai (Japan Broadcasting Cor- 
pcration). 

In 1945, Shimomura served 
as State Minister and chief of 
the Cabinet Information Bureau 
in the Cabinet led by the late 
Adm. Kantaro Suzuki.

Boy Admits — 
Slaying Tot 
‘To Be Bold’ 


KOBE—A 15-year-old boy, 
who reported finding the body 
of Kazuko Mori, 5, of Kobe to 
police Nov. 22, finally broke 
down under police questioning 
Sunday and confessed that he 
had killed her. 

The boy, a first-year student 
at Nunobiki Junior High School 
in Kobe, said he lured Kazuko, 
‘who was playing in a park near 
his home, to woods Nov. 21 to 
kill her. The boy said he did 
so because he had been told by 
his friends that a person be- 
comes “bold” after killing some- 
one. 

The boy said he covered her 
mouth and used his right arm 
to strangle her from behind.

: Stutterer’s Suicide 


A stuttering taxi driver in 
Osaka took his own life after 
he was “severely” questioned in 
public for speeding and fined be- 
cause, he thought, his speech 
defect prevented him from pro- 
ving that he was “absolutely in 
the right” when questioned, 

Saburo Yokota, 30, commit- 
ted double suicide with his wife 
in her parental home in Himeji. 
She left a.note of protest to 
policeman Masashi Oaza_ in 
Osaka. [Driefly the note ran: 

“My husband tells me you 
singled him out and questioned 
him severely in public for 
speeding when there were three 
other cars running at about the 
Same speed, Later you went 
to his company and asked what 
were his days off. What have 
his days off to do with his 
alleged traffic offense? Did you 
think of coming round to our 
home on one of his days o 
just to bother us? 

“My husband is a little ob- 
Stinate but is serious-minded 
and gentle at heart. When he 
came home, he cried because 
he couldn’t make himself under- 
stood. ... You don’t have to 
produce offenders in order to 
raise your stock, do you? By 
death we appeal to your con- 
Science to be a better public 
servant. By the time this let- 
ter reaches you, we shall not 
be in this ‘world, Again we 
pray that you'll be a good 
public servant.” 

Explains the patrolman: 
“Yokota-kun’s car was running 
at 34 miles per hour when I 
ordered him to stop. He spoke 
in a funny way. I didn’t know 
he was a stutterer, so I ad- 


_monished him to speak proper- 


ly. I’m sure I dealt with him 
more kindly than I usually do. 

“I visited his company later 
because he had seemed an in- 
experienced taxi driver and I 
thought I'd give him a few sug- 
gestions.” 


Dispute Over Grave 


Money and respect for a cul- 
tural relic are at odds in the 
city of Fukuoka. Involved in 
the row are (1) the grave of an 
ancient sage, (2) a temple and 
(3) an education board. 


In June 1955 the Fukuoka 


Prefectural Educattor Board 
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designated for preservation as 
public cultural property the 
grave of Kaibara Ekiken, a sage 
of the latter part of the Toku- 
gawa Shogunate age (1602-1867) 
and author of the famous “Pre- 
cepts for Women.” 

The Kinryuji Temple, the 
owner of the grave located in 
the temple grounds, objected to 
the designation. The temple 
had a plan to rent the grave 
site and vicinity for conversion 
into a market-place. Acceptance 
of the designation would pre- 
clude the removal of the grave. 

The issue remained undecid- 
ed until early last month, when 
the temple secretly removed 
the grave to another spot not 
far away. 

The outraged education board 
“retaliated” by canceling the 
designation but can’t punish 
the temple. But it says it will 
issue a “warning” and call the 
temple’s attention to its “lack 
of moral sense.”

Precious Relics From the Nile to the Yellow River . 


By ELISE GRILLI 
Ancient Arts of Egypt and Asia. 
Exhibition at the Takashimaya 
Store, 8th floor.—Through Dec. 15. 


A yery important and beauti- 
fully installed exhibition of his- 
toric arts threatens to be neg- 
lected because of a misnomer 
in itg announcement, Surely I 
cannot be the only person to 
understand the term “African 
and Asian” art to be linked 
somehow with the modern 
“Afro-Asian” political and social 
movement, 

The expectation, then, leads 
one to look for products from 
the more recent cultures of the 
two great continents. Technical- 
ly, of course, Egypt falls into 
this geographic realm, but IL, 
for one, thought to find here 
the arts of Benin, Somaliland, 
or the Bushman paintings, 
rather than the 4,000-year-old 
relics of ancient Egypt. And 
why Japan is not included as 
part of Asia is also hard to ex- 
plain, ; 

But let us not bicker over 
errors in terminology and con- 
centrate, instead, on the actual 
works on view, This exhibition 
has gathered under one roof— 
for only too brief a time—pre- 
cious pieces of ancient art that 
are generally scattered through 
numerous private collections in 
Japan; from the National Mu- 
seum, also, came a few, but in- 
valuable, works from Gandhara, 
Central Asia, and China. 

Cradles of Culture 

In geographic extent this ac- 
cumulation includes the Nile, 
the Euphrates, the Ganges, the 
Indus, and the Yellow River. 
(I am using rivers rather than 
land areas to designate the 
cradles of these cultures, for it 
is along river beds that the earli- 
est civilizations flourished.) 

The stretch of time that is 
covered goes back to the begin- 
nings of history and stops, in 
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the main, before the end of the 
first millenium A. D. These are 
the seminal cultures on which 
all later history is based. For 
the Far East, especially, all 
sources lead to some indefinite 
point located between Egypt, 
Persia, and India, to a bubbling 
spring of religious and artistic 
ideas that flowed over all of 
Asia and Europe (but hardly 
over the rest of Africa, as the 
title would lead us to imagine.) 

The systematic exploration of 
this ancestry of ours hardly ex- 
tends back for more than 150 
years. Even now the interrela- 
tion of the separate cultures is 
only slowly coming to_ light. 
With each expedition that. re- 
moves sand and stones to unh- 
earth fresh finds in Egypt, in 
Afghanistan, or in Chaidea, we 
have to revise our concepts of 
time and of human institutions. 
The geologist, the archaeologist, 
the anthropologist, and the his- 
torian must work over these 
findings before the aesthetician 
can trace his linkings. 

Teasing Glimpse 

The accumulations of Egyp- 
tian and Asian arts in public 
museums derive from explora- 
tory expeditions sponsored by 
universities or national govern- 
ments, rather than from sales 
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A comprehensive exhibition 
allows a close comparison of 
the approach to the human 
figure as seen through diverse 
religions anc cultures. Simi- 
lar linkings and _ contrasts 
emerge in regard to materials, 
techniqucs, ornament, and 
usage of artifacts which are 
valuable clues to an other- 
wise lost heritage.

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on the art markets of the world. 
Japan has only belatedly enter- 
ed into such contests and 
hence her stock is very slight 
and fragmentary in comparison 
with. the great museums of 
Europe and America. All the 
more reason why these frag- 
ments should remain as close 
together as possible, in some 
public place where they could 
be examined —_ slowly and 
methodically. The present ¢€x- 
hibition offers but a _ teasing 
glimpse, before the various col- 
lections will again be dispersed 
to the hands of their. private 
owners. 
Display Too Brief 

It seems. incomprehensible 
why such a gathering should be 
undertaken for so brief a time. 
The amount of effort and back- 
stage preparation for this show 
is entirely out of proportion 
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| with the fantastically short dis- 
| play of 12 days. Experts from 


several universities and mu- 
seums have worked out detailed 


: a chronologies, maps, charts, and 


explanations. The installation 
in the galleries has been arrang- 
ed with a good sense of drama- 
tic lighting and display (if not 
with an eye to stylistic relation- 
ships). It would be tragic if all 
this material were to disappear 
after Dec. 15. 

Somewhere in the system of 
national museums there should 
be a center for permanent study 
of this historic development be- 
hind Japanese art. The expen- 
sively constructed chronology in 
black and gold, for example, 
could be made more meaningful 
by a visual extension through 
large photographs; and the large 
map should also be made to 
come to life by accompanying 
illustrations from each locality. 
Lectures, films, reading lists, 
and scale models might further 
extend and clarify the meaning 
of separate fragments. 

When the sponsoring agencies 
of. newspapers, museums, 
scholars, private collectors, and 
department store galleries put 
forth so much effort in the 
presentation of precious arts, it 
seems that the publie should be 


NANA 

December 12 is the 20th an- 
niversary of the Panay Incident 
in which an American gunboat 
was sunk by Japanese bombers 
on the Yangtze River. 

One of the high ranking 
Japanese Officers involved died 
three years ago, as bitterly 
anti-American on his dying day 
as in 1937 when singlehanded 
he almost provoked an U.S. 
Japan war. The other lives to- 
day in Tokyo, a stanch friend 
of America. 

The provocateur and convict- 
ed war criminal was Army Col. 
Kingoro Hashimoto. The un- 
witting commander of the Navy 
Air Squadron is Adm. Kiyoshi 
Hasegawa. 

Hashimoto was an_ ultrana- 
tionalist and a leader of as- 
sassins who made attempts on 
the lives of several Japanese 
prime ministers. He was com- 
mander of the shore battery 
along the Yangtze that fired on 
the American gunboat Panay. 
The shooting was so wild that 
the Panay and her convoy of 
three Standard Oil barges, mak- 
ing slow speed against the cur- 
rent, pulled out of range with- 
out suffering a hit. Hashimoto 
then issued orders to Japanese 
naval planes under his tactical 
command to bomb the little 
ships. - 

Aimed to Provoke 


According to the foremost 
U.S. naval historian, Samuel 
Eliot Morison, “Hashimoto’s ob- 
ject was to provoke the United 
States into a declaration of 
war, which would eliminate 
civilian influence from the 
Japanese Government, 

“At 11 next morning (Dec. 12, 
1937) Panay and the three tank- 
ers anchored near Hoshien, up- 
stream from Nanking. Amer- 
ican flags were hoisted on their 
masts and painted on their 
awnings and topsides. The day 
was clear, sunny and_ still. 
Panay’s crew ate their Sunday 
dinner and secured. No guns 
were ma@fined or even uncover- 
ed. Shortly after 1330, three 
Japanese dive-bombing planes 
flew overhead and released 
several bombs, one of which 
disabled Panay’s forward three- 
inch gun, wrecked the pilot- 
house, sick bay and fire room, 
wounded the captain (Lt. 
Cmdr. J. J. Hughes) and several 
others. 

“Immediately after, six Japa- 
nese planes dive-bombed and 
machine gunned Panay, makin 
several runs over a space of 2 
minutes. She fought back with 
her .30-cal. machine guns. By 
1405 all power and propulsion 
were lost, the main deck was 
awash and, as Capt. Hughes saw 
he ordered her to be aban- 
doned. 

Combed for Survivors 

“Japanese planes strafed the 
boats on their way to shore, and 
even combed the reeds along 
the riverbank for survivors. 
Two of the three ojl barges 
were also bombed and destroy- 
ed. The Panay survivors, kind- 
ly treated by the’ Chinese, 
managed to get word through 
to Adm. Yarnell and were taken 


on board USS Oahu’ and 
HMS Ladybird two days 
later. Two bluejackéts and one

Man Who Ordered Panay 
Shooting Now U.S. Friend

civilian passenger died of their 
wounds; 11 officers and men 
were seriously wounded.” 

(The Japanese Government 
immediately apologized and 
thousands of individual Japa- 
nese expressed their regret to 
the American Embassy. Tokyo 
paid $2,214,000 in damages.) 

Ex-Adm. Hasegawa who dis- 
patched the Navy bombers from 
his Third Air Squadron was 
quick to emphasize today that 
“we did not know where the 
enemy was. The army gave us 
our bombing targets. The night 
Nanking fell we were told the 
Chinese army was escaping on 
ships, steamers and junks on 
the Yangtze. We were ordered 
by army headquarters to bomb 
the ships. The Panay was hit 
by accident. Our young officers 
mistook the Panay for a steam- 
er. 


No Bad Intentions 

“Right away I went to Adm. 
Yarnell (commander in chief of 
the U.S. Asiatic Fleet) on his 
flagship in Shanghai. I said, 
‘This is a mistake by our young 
officers. They got excited. They 
had no bad intentions on their 
mind.’ : 

“I forwarded my resignation 
to the Navy Minister in Tokyo, 
taking full responsibility for the 
accident. But it was not ac- 
cepted. 

“Adm, Yarnell told me it was 
not necessary to resign, He said 
to me, ‘It is wartime and such 
accidents can happen. I'll tell 
your superiors this. I know 
you have no bad intentions.’” 

Hasegawa said the flyers were 
punished by being reassigned to 
other jobs. The admiral deni- 
ed that any of his planes strafed 
any of the Panay’s survivors. 

“Tt is not true that the surviv- 
ors were strafed by machine- 
gun fire. Since other ships were 
on the river, and they were 
our target some Americans may 
have been hit by mistake. We 
didn’t do such immoral things 
at that time. The Japanese 
navy didn’t commit such cow- 
ardly acts. We had very good 
discipline. It won’t speak for 
the Japanese army except to 
say during the China Incident 
the behavior of the Japanese 
army ‘was better than during 
the Pacific war. 

Against His Will 

“My intention was not to 
make any trouble with Britain 
or America. Japan was in a 
delicate position toward these 
two countries. My responsibility 
was to keep peaceful relations 
between us and these countries. 
I did my best in that direction. 
I got in touch with top Chinese 
military men. I told them Japan 
will never attack Shanghai. The 
Chinese were very glad. It was 
against my will that the China 
conflict spread.” 

Adm. Hasegawa, who graduat- 
ed first in his class at the Naval 
Academy, is an active 74year- 
old today. He lives on a gov- 
ernment pension and serves as 
adviser to some business con- 
cerns. 
Japan-America Society. He was 
a language officer in the States 
during World War I and Naval 
Attache in Washington 192425. 

“I have many friends in your 
navy. I enjoyed American life 
very much,” he said as he warm- 
ed his hands over a charcoal 
brazier in the small western 
style room of his son-in-law’s 
home, dressed in several layers 
of kimono. 

Tears of Joy 

“In 1946 when my grandchil- 
dren had almost nothing to eat, 
gn American admiral who had 
been an assistant naval attache 
in Tokyo came to my house with 
chocolates, whisky and canned 
fooc. My neighbors thought the 
Americans had come to arrest 
me. I was so happy I shed 
tears.” 

The old admiral isn’t satisfied 
with today’s Japanese navy. He 
thinks it ought to have more 
destroyers and submarines and 
if possible, aircraft carriers. But 
even more important to his way 
of thinking is the revision of the 
Constitution. 

“Under our Constitution it is 
impossible for the armed forces 
to have the proper military 
spirit. The men today are 
treated like civilians. They 
can’t act like soldiers and 
sailors. 

“No one want® to die, but 
soldiers and sailors must die for 
their country in an emergency. 
For that, the nation should give 
them honor, treat them proper- 
ly, and pension their survivors.”

The “two British companies 
are British Petroleum and 
Royal Dutch Stell. The latter 
has already acquired drilhng 
rights in the south Sahara. 

The American applicants in- 
clude Pan-American Petroleum, 
a subsiciary»of Standard vil of 
Indiana; Canadian Delhi, owned 
by a number of independent 


American oil companies; Sin- 
clair Oil Newmont Mining; 
Worldwide Petrolecm Corp, 


and Cities Service Corp. 

The aréa for which American 
and British oil companies have 
applied for drilling rights. will 
be surrendered on Jan. 24 by 
two French prospecting com- 


panies—Companie Francaise des | 


Petroles d'Algerie, a Standard 
Oil subsidiary, and the Govern- 
ment-owned Societe Nationale de 
Recherches et d’Exploitation 
des Petroles en Algerie. 

BY law the prospecting com- 
panies must return half of the 
permits at the end of their five- 
year period of validity. 

The area surrendered by the 
French companies lies north of 
Timimoun in the south Sahara, 
where Algerian rebels early last 
month struck at French oil pros- 
pectors, killing seven geologists 
and nine Foreign Legionnaires. 

The French are now prospect- 
ing approximately 309,000 
square miles\of the Sahara.

On Free World Described 


DENVER. (INS) — Eric John- 
ston, president of the Motion 
Picture .Assn. of America and 
an Administration adviser on 
foreign aid, said Sunday night 
the Russian “economic” missile 
might be more powerful than 
its ballistic missile. 

Speaking’ to more than 2,000 
persons at a meeting sponsored 
by the Social Science Founda- 
tion of Denver University, John- 
stone recommended $1,000 mil- 
lion be appropriated each year 
for five years for the U.S, Eco- 
nomic Development Fund to 
match the Russians. 


He said: “The missile of meta! 
and movable parts can put 
world Satellites into the sky. 
The missile of economics could 
reduce Free World nations into 
satellites of the Union of Soviet 
Seciatist Republics.” 

He cited Soviet loans to under- 
developed countries and warned 


that the effort by the USSR was 


not mere “idle boasting by a 
Khrushchev cornered by repor- 
ters at cocktail parties in foreign 
embassies in Moscow.” 

Johnston advocated long-range 
loans, not gifts or handouts, at 
low ‘rates of interest and by pri- 
vate investment whenever pos- 
sible. 

He quoted from a recent in- 
terview by William Randolph 
Hearst with Khrushchey who 
said: 

“We declare war upon you .. - 
in the peaceful field of trade.

Seoul Urged to Ban 
Japan Fishing Nets 


SEOUL (AP)—A Commerce 
Ministry source said the United 
Nations Korean Reconstruction 
Agency (UNKRA) has request- 
ed the ministry to ban import 
of Japanese made fishing nets. 

UNKRA, in making the re- 
quest, explained that eight fish- 
ing net manufacturing plants 
built with UNKRA-aid funds 
can sufficiently meet the domes- 
tic demand of the nets, the 
source said. 


Japanese fishing nets made of 
synthetic fiber have been allow- 
ed to be imported under special 
clauses in the present import 
regulations. 

The ministry has asked the 
Office of Marine Affairs to make 
a survey of the eight UNKRaA- 
subsidized plants in order to 
determine if they can meet the 
domestic demand as UNKRA 
said, the source added. 


Meanwhile, import of flat 
glass has been banned by South 
Korea's Commerce and Indus- 
try Ministry, a ministry spokes- 
man said. 

The measure, effective Dec. 4, 
was necessitated by a recently 
dedicated flat glass plant at In- 
chon, the spokesman said. 

The plart, built by UNKRA 
at a cost of $4,800,000, is expect- 
ed to produce 12 million square 
feet of flat glass a year. 

This means the plant alone 
will meet the bulk of South Ko- 
rea’s domestic demand. 


New Joint Sailings 
To Far East Ports 


ILONDON' (Kyodo- Reuter)— 
The P, and O. and Ben Line 
announced Monday that their 
two companies would work a 
new joint service to the Far 
East from Grangemouth, Scot- 
land, beginning on Jan, 16 with 
the sailing of the Surat. 

There will be a twice-monthly 
sailing from the east coast of 
Scotiand. Destinations will in- 
clude Penang, Port Swettenham, 
Singapore, Bangkok, Manila, 
Hongkong, Japan and China. 

The announcement said this 
would also inaugurate the first 
direct service to Bangkok from 
the Seottish east coast. 

The service would be main- 
tained by modern cargo liners 
of both companies’ fleets, which 
had been designed for the spe- 
cial .requirements of the Far 
Eastern trade.

New Electric Train 
Under Construction 


A new type of electric train, 
which can be operated with 
both alternating and direct cur- 
rents, is expected to be complet- 
ec in the near future at the Mito 
Piant of Hitachi, Ltd. 

The new train, claimed to be 
the first of its kind in the world, 
is scheduled to be delivered to 
the Japan National Railway Cor- 
poration early next year after a 
test run. 

The train is a combination of 
two cars, of which the one in 
front is an ordinary electric car, 
while the other in the rear is 


equipped with a 500-kilowatt f 


transformer and a 620-kilowatt 
mercury rectifier, 

When the train runs in an al- 
ternating current district, the 
equipment in the rear car 
changes the 20,000-volt alternat- 
ing current into 1,500-volt direct 
current, 


Synthetic Rubber 
Firm Set Up Here 


The Japan Synthetic Rubber 
Co., a semigovernmental firm, 
was established yesterday under 
the new Synthetic Rubber Manu- 
facturing Industry Special Meas- 
ures Law. 

Shojiro Ishibashi, president of 
the Bridgestone Tire Co., was 
named president of the ¥2,500- 
million company at the inaugur- 
al meeting, held at the Tokyo 
Kaikan yesterday morning. 

The new company, with ¥1,000 
million in capital from the Gov- 
ernment and ‘%¥1,500 million 
from private industrial circles, 
will produce a maximum of 45,- 
000 tons of synthetic rubber an- 
nually. Technical aid is expect- 
ed to be sought from America’s 
Foodry and Goodyear rubber 
companies. 

Promotors of the new com- 
pany are now studying where to 
set up its plant. They are said 
to have chosen the city of Yok- 
kaichi, Mie Prefecture, as the 
most suitable spot. 

Funds needed for construction 
of the plant have been estimated 
at ¥14,400 million and operation 
funds at ¥1,590 million. 


Research Urged in US. 
To Fight Rice Disease 


WASHINGTON (AP)—An in- 
dustry. advisory committee has 
asked the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to step up its research on 
ways of eradicating a disease 
that threatens this country’s 
$200 million a year rice crop. 

The disease is known as hoja 
blanca. It was discovered in Flo- 
rida last summer. The commit- 
tee said there may be need to 
develop varieties of rice that are 
resistant to the disease, of 
which very little now is known.

He said the institute will send 
three officials to Canada next 
month to gain necessary data 
for the projected reactor which 
would be of the natural uranium 
and heavy water type. 

The contracts, however, will 
cover only a part. of the 10,000- 
kilowatt reactor because funds 
earmarked for the initial year of 
the construction total only ¥200 
million, he said. 


Komagata said the Forestry 
Agency has agreed to the insti- 
tute’s request for use of the 
land in Tokai-mura also for con- 
struction of several research 
power reactors. The agency’s 
approval also makes it possible 
for the Atomic Power Genera- 
tion Co. to build its two power 


reactors in Tokai-mura, he said.

The amount of Christmas 
cargo and mail being airlifted 
by Japan Air Lines has doubled 
this year as compared with 
last year.

It brought 
back to Japan 4,441 pounds of 
cargo and mail. The second 
fight is due in Tokyo early this 
morning from the U.S, with 
7,300 pounds of cargo and mail. 
Piloted by Capt. E. Roybal, 
Transocean pilot, it is scheduled 
to carry 10,000 pounds of cargo 
and mail bound for the U.S., 
leaving Tokyo for San Fran- 
ciseo at 7 p.m, today. The third 
flight is scheduled to arrive in 
Tokyo from San Francisco on 
next Tuesday, and return the 


same day.

The most outstanding success was the agreement 
reached with Indonesia on the reparations issue and al- 
though some people feel that Mr. Kishi made too jarge 
an over-all. concession to the Indonesians, the majority 
opinion seems to be that the sacrifice was worthwhile. 
Much depends, of course, on the way Indonesia imple- 
ments its side of this agreement, and the hope is expressed 
in this country that the present upset in Indonesia will 
be smoothed over and the Republic’s economy reorganized 


and strengthened. 


On arrival in Tokyo, Mr. Kishi was able to say that 
the ‘various countries he visited were most friendly and 
had acquired a better understanding of Japan’s desire to 
contribute to the peace and prosperity of Southeast Asia 
and the Pacific, and, indeed, we are happy to say that we 
believe it is a fact that the events of World War II in 
this part of the globe are being steadily lived down. 

The large number of countries which Mr, Kishi visited 
in the-brief period of three weeks did not, of course, per- 
mit him, or his entourage, to go into details on the various 


knotty problems discussed. 


These matters will have to 


be taken up and studied here and further negotiations 
entered into with the various countries concerned. 


So far as Mr. Kishi’s Asia Development Plan is con- 
cerned, there appears to have been considerable agreement

Negotiations and After 


Recently Concluded Agreements Affect Nation’s External Economy 


Japan concluded two negotia- 
tions which kave important 
bearings on this country’s ex- 
ternal economic relations. One 
was with Indonesia and the 
cther with the Soviet Union, 
both toward the end of the vear. 

The reparations problem 
with Indonesia was first taken 
up between the two countries 
in the autumn of 1951. im- 
mediately after the Japan Peace 
Treaty was signed in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Thus, full six years have 
elapsed since then before the 
two countries finally came to 
agreement on the issue last 
week. 

According to the ‘final plan of 
payment agreed to by the two 
Governments, Japan is to pay 


8400 million in ordinary repara- 


tions and furnish another $400 
million in the form of economic 
cooperation. 


It was further agreed that the 
sum of $175 million which Indo- 
nesia aby Japan in trade debts 
will be siibtracted from the re- 
parations payment. 

This reduces Japan’s obliga- 
tion to Indonesia in pure re- 
parations to $223 million. 


Theoretically, objections may 
be raised against the offsetting 
of the debts by including them 
in war reparations payment, but 
from-a political point of view, 
this probably could not be 
helped. 

Payment Already Begun 

However, with the solution 
of the reparations issue with 
Indonesia, Japan finally got rid 
of unsolved reparations prob- 
lems which have hitherto 
vexed the external relations of 
this country. 


Japan has already begun pay- 
ing part of the $200 million re- 
parations payment to Burma 
which will be paid in install- 
ments for a period of 10 years. 


Economic cooperation with 
Burma was set at $50 million 
for reparations purposes. 


In case of reparations to the 
Philippines, a sum of $250 mil- 
lion will be paid in the first 
10 years and another $300 mil- 
lion in the next 10 years. 


Economic cooperation on a 
private basis was agreed on 
the figure $250 million with the 
Philippines. 


With Indonesia, the period of 
payment is yet to be settled. 


If, however, Japan’s proposal 
of 15 years is accepted by the 
Indonesian Government, Japan 
will be obligated to pay some 
$60 million a year in repara- 
tions to the three countries of 
Indonesia, Burma and _ the 


Philippines. 


¥240 Per Capita 


This amount is roughly 
equivalent to 2 per cent of che 
present national budget of this 
country and represents some 
¥240 a year in terms of per 
capita additional tax burden, 

Some may regard the repara- 
tions burden as heavy, others 
relatively easy to bear, 


Which view will be justified 
in the end depends on the way 
Japan carries out the repara- 
tions payment in years to come, 

If Japan sends machines and 
other capital goods of inferior 
quality for reparations purposes, 
the peoples in the receiving 
countries will adopt an unfavor- 
able attitude toward Japanese- 
manufactured goods in general. 


Japan will be replaced by the 
U.S., Great Britain and West 
Germany in the capital goods 
markets of these countries as 
soon as the reparations payment 
is over.

Talks With USSR 


Trade talks with the Soviets 
came.to an end about three 
months after they got under 
way last September. 


This is an unusually brief 
period for any such talks to 
come to a successful conclu: 
sion. 

Originally, Japan planned to 
conclude only a trade and pay- 
ments agreement with the So- 
viet Union. 

The Soviets, however, propos- 
ed concluding a treaty of com- 
merce and navigation. 

The crux of the negotiations 
was what should be incorporat- 
ed into this treaty rather than 
agreement on the details of 
trade and payments. 

The agreement on trade and 
payments, which was finally 
signed Friday, calis for a £10 
million trade each way and 
settlement in cash sterling. 

Japan’s trade with the Soviet 
Union from January through 
October of this year amounted 
to about $4 million in exports 
and about $8 million in im- 
according to customs 
statistics. . 

The target of £10 million 
($28 million) in the new agree- 
ment will thus mean a drastic 
expansion of commerce between 
the two nations. 


Troublesome Clause 


This, however, will still re- 
main a fraction of Japan’s es- 
timated total exports for the 
next fiscal year—$3,100 million. 

Main items of export will be 
rolling -stock, ships, repair of 
ships, machinery and staple 
fber and rayon yarns. Chief 
imports will be lumber, coal, 
manganese ore and chrome ore.

They also gave in to Japan's 
assertion that it should be al- 
lowed to clamp import curbs 
as it saw fit under its foreign 
currency control system. Japan 
requested this as an exception 
to the most-favored-nation 
treatment. 

The hoftest issue was that 
of unifying Japan’s trade with 
the Soviets through a single 
channel. 

It has often been pointed out 
that Japan’s foreign trade is 
plagued by a “cutthroat” com- 
petition among too large a 
number of trading firms. 

Particularly in the. case. of 
trade with the Soviet Union, 
there is the fear that undue 
competition among Japanese 
traders would play right’ into 
the hands of the Soviets, who 
channe} all their trade through 
a state corporation. 


This is why Economic Plan- 
ning Agency Director Ichiro 
Kono vehemently insisted that 
Japan should also direct its 
trade through a “single chan- 
nel”—-say, a public corporation. 

The practicability of this sug- 


gestion was held in doubt, how- 
ever, in connection with the 
Antimonopoly Law. The. For- 
eign Office and the Finance Min- 
istry were not too enthusiastic 
about Kono’s proposal. 

At the str urging of Kono, 
however, Jeon maintained at 
the talks that the Soviets should 
agree to its trade channeling 
plan as an exception to the most- 
favored-nation treatment, 


This naturally drew sharp re- 
buttal from the Soviet side. 

The final agreement deleted 
any mention of this issue, and 
merely said that “each nation 
shall accord to the other most- 
favored-nation treatment with 
respect to customs duties, levies, 
customs clearance and other re- 
gulations governing import and 
export.” 

Japan takes the position that 
its trade channeling plan does 
not contradict this stipulation. 
But the Soviets still persist in 
their view that any channeling 
plan would amount to discrimi- 
nation against them. 

The deletion of any reference 
to this question of coursé does 
not mean its settlement in the 
true sense of-the word. 


Question of Competition 


Accordingly, in case Japan 
carries out its “single channel” 
plan in future, it can reasonably 
be expected that the Soviet 
cs will raise strong objec- 

on. 


It is open to question, how- 
ever, whether Japan can go 
ahead with the plan. 

Kono’s insistence on it has 
failed to evoked much en- 
thusiasm about his plan in the 
Foreign Office and the Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry 
Ministry. 

The issue can be boiled down 
to the question of how to reme- 
cy excessive competition among 
Japanese traders, 

This question came in to 
focus during the Japan-Soviet 
trade talks, as the Soviets hap- 
pened to conduct trade through 
a state organ. 

The issue of “cutthroat” com- 
petition applies equally to not 
only Red China, but all other 
nations as well, 

As a matter of principle, there- 
fore, it is imperative to elimi- 
nate inordinate competition it- 
self. It this issue is successful- 
ly settled, the need will natural- 
ly disappear to channel Ja- 
pan’s trade with the Soviets. 

This will also enable this 
country tc aveid any possible 
trouble with the Soviet Union 
on the trade channeling issue.

Pearls 


Shinju or pearls are now used 
as ornaments, The gem of the 
sea was regarded in old Japan 
as sacred and used as offerings 
to kami or god. 

The Japanese people must 
have known about pearls since 
very early days as they ate 
shellfish and must have found 
pearls in the shells they open- 
ed. But it is not clearly known 
since when shinju came to be 
used as offering to kami. 

In the Nihon-shoki (Ancient 
Record) a tale about shinju is 
mentioned. In 423 Emperor 
Ingyo went to Awaji Island in 
the Inland Sea to hunt. On the 
mountains he saw many deer, 
monkeys and boars. But as 
the party went up, they could 
find no trace of the anfmals. 

The emperor could not under- 
stand why the game had dis- 
appeared and asked a. diviner 
to find out. The diviner said 
that the kami of the mountain 
was angry, and he must be 
pacified by an offering of a 
pearl from the sea. 

So fishermen were gathered 
and sent into the sea to find a 
pearl. But the sea was deep 
and none could reach the bot- 
tom. A fisherman named Osashi 
appeared and jumped into the 
water, tying a long rope around 
his waist. He reached the 
bottom and found a large 
abalone shell that contained a 
magnificent pearl. He tugged 
at his rope to be pulled up, but 
he died before he reached the 
surface. It was found that the’ 
bottom was 60 fathoms deep. 

The pearl brought up by 
Osashi was presented to the 
kami of the mountain by the 
emperor. Kami's anger calmed 
down and soon many deer and 
boars appeared. The imperial 
hunting party bagged many ani- 
mals, 

There are many other tales 
in which pearls are used as 
offerings to divine deities. 
Pearls seem to have been 
also used as ornaments since 
very early days. 


Garcia’s Economic Policy

MANILA — The Philippine 
economy tottering on spindly 
legs will be fighting for its life 
in 1958. 

Stepped up reparations de- 
liveries from Japan and a 
United States pledge for more 
assistance is expected to give 
the economic structure a wel- 
come shot in the arm next year. 

But the big question is wheth- 
er a workable policy could be 
worked out by President Carlos 
P. Garcia and his economic ex- 
perts in time to prevent the 
sgn ne from falling flat on its 
ace, 

Economic policies evoked 
after a sort of hit and miss 
method have proved disastrous 
so far. 

The current policy calling 
mainly for strict trade and ex- 
change controls is held largely 
responsible for the worsening 
of the unemployment problem, 
the skyrocketing of prime com- 
modities and today’s unstable 
position of the peso. 

Philippine exchange reserves 
is expected to hit a new low 
by the end of this year. The U.S. 
Department of Commerce in- 
dicating “increasing concern” 
over the “growing economic 
difficulties” here reports that 
foreign exchange fell $36,500,000 
during the third quarter of 1957 
to only $184,200,000. 

To arrest the continued drop 
in foreign reserves the Govern- 
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ment has resorted to large-scale 
borrowing. So far it has obtain- 
ed short term loans from U.S. 


banks amounting to $30 million, 


a $15 million drawing from the 
international monetary fund, 
and $25 million in obligations 
to barter expenses. 

A $10 million windfall from 
the International Cooperation 
Administration and accelerated 
implementation of the $800 mil- 
lion Japan-Philippines repara- 
tions and loans agreement is 
expected to add to the Philip- 
pine coffers. 

But lack of a definite econo- 
mic policy would result in the 
further spread of the disease 
before a cure could be applied. 
Nevertheless a new economic 
policy next year is in the works 
with President Garcia’s expres- 
sed “readiness” to accept the 
resignation of Eduardo Romual- 
dez as head of the National 
Economic Council to pave the 
way for the appointment of 
Central Bank governor Miguel 
Cuaderno as “economic czar.” 

Garcia also is holding a series 
of conferences with leading 
businessmen and industrialists 
and had expressed agreement 
“in principle” to the gradual 
lifting of trade and exchange 
controls. 

How the new economic plan 
would shape up—if and when 
it finally is firmed up in 1958— 
is a matter of specuiation. 

But the people, in the mean- 
time, are more concerned with 
trying to make a living in the 
face of the spiralling of prices.

Science? 


USSR Achievements Open New Paths

MOSCOW ({(UP)—The year 
1957 has been marked by two 
major events in the history of 
Soviet science, particularly. in 
physics. One was the creation 
and launching of the first and 
second Sputnik which caused a 
stir throughout the world. 

The second concerns a com- 


: pletely different set of problems 


and is also of international im- 
portance. I refer to the com- 
missioning of the 10 billion elec- 
tric volt proton-synchrotron or 
accelerator at Dubna on the out- 
skirts of Moscow. Last April 
the accelerator, the only one of 


.its kind in the world, produced 


proton particles with a record 
energy of 10 bev (billion elec. 
tron volts). 

These are in effect artificial 
cosmic rays. 

These particles provide science 
with new tools for delving deep- 
er into the secrets of the 
atom’s nucleus. To obtain them, 
it was necessary to build a trem- 
endous ring-shaped electric mag- 
net weighing 36,000 tons. The 
most intricate equipment had to 
be designed to control the ac- 
celerating particles which travel 
hundreds of thousands of kilo- 
meters along the circular path 
between the magnetic poles. 

The giant new accelerator sur- 
passes two similar installations 
operating in the U.S. in size and 
energy of its particles. It is a 
great landmark in the history of 
science. And the launching of 
the two Sputniks opens new 
paths for science. 


Where They Lead 


Where do these paths lead? 

They lead to two diametrical- 
ly opposed “poles,” to two en- 
tirely different fields of know- 
ledge as far as physics is con- 
cerned, 

Complex machines such as the 
accelerator are being built to 
study the phenomena in a field 
that may be called the “micro- 
world”—a world of inconceivab- 
ly small space and time. This 
is the world of the recently dis- 
covered particles of matter, the 
so-called mesons, hyperons and 
“anti-particles” governed by spe- 
cial laws which science has 
barely mastered, even in their 
fundamental forms. 

On the other hand, the ap- 
pearance of the  Sputniks 
equipped with various instru- 
ments was the beginning of a 
new era in the study of the 
cosmos, in the study of the 
phenomena taking place in the 
inconceivable vastness of the 
universe surrounding us. 

However distant these two 
poles may seem, they are really 
important parts of a_ single 
whole. 

Cosmic rays are a stream of 
unclear particles, accelerated 
to tremendous speeds, which 
constantly penetrate the borders 
of the earth’s atmosphere. 
These are mainly _ protons 
whose average speed in this 
area equals 10 bev—the same 
as in the proton synchrotron 
we have now built. However, 
the penetrating cosmic rays 
contain energies at least 100 
million times greater than the 


particles generated by the 
largest proton synechroton, al- 
though with very little 
intensity. 


New Stady Possible 

This stream of particles, wh6se 
sources are located somewhere 
in the innermost depths of cos- 
mic space, contain not only nuc- 
lei of hydrogen atoms (pro- 
tons) but also atomic nuclei of 
a number of other light energy 
particles, 


Physicists have long been us-— 


ing such natural high energy 
particles in tiny quantities to 
observe the phenomena of the 
motor-world. The giant accelera- 
tors now make possible detailed 
study of these phenomena be- 
cause they are a terrestial source 
of artificial cosmic rays, 

Cosmic rays may be described 
as heralds or advance patrols 
of the processes taking place 
in the distant parts of cosmic 
space. Before reaching. the 
earth’s vatmosphere, they must 
travel millions of years. 

A thorough study of primary 
cosmic rays can bring science 
extremely valuable information 
on the origins of these rays, es- 
pecially from observation of the 
fluctuation and variation of the 
streams’ intensity. 

An extremely important prob- 
lem from the cosmological point 
of view is the study of the qualli-

Observations carried out. by 
Instruments in the atmosphere 
are inadequate because even 
the comparatively thin atmos- 
pheric layer which separates 
these instruments from cosmic 
space distorts the entire picture 
in many ways. 

This is where the Sputniks 
come in. By penetrating be- 
yond the limits of the atmos- 
phere into cosmic space they 
have opened up entirely new 
vistas for cosmic research. The 
first observations of the cosmic 
rays by instruments in Sputnik 
If have already been received 
and will soon be deciphered and 
studied. 

In addition to these questions, 
it would be of great interest 
to obtain information on the 
processes taking place on the 
sun and the phenomena con- 
nected with them. Such data 
may be obtained from a study 
of cosmic rays, and of the ultra- 
violet and soft roentgen radia- 
tion of the sun which can be 
observed only outside the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

Only Beginning 

The past and future observa- 
tions of cosmic rays and other 
radiation in cosmic space are 
only the beginning, and only 
part, of an extensive program 
of scientific research which the 
Sputniks will make possible. 

In the future, and perhaps not 
too distant future, we will be 
able to test a number of physics 
problems of fundamental import- 
ance such as Einstein’s general 
theory of relativity. 

Creation of the Sputnik pro- 
vides science with a base for 
observation of the cosmos and 
opens broad vistas for the solu- 
tion of these problems. The 
Sputnik, launched in the pro- 
gram of the International Geo- 
physical Year, symbolizes the 
idea of international cooperation 
among scientists. 

We hope that they also inau- 
gurate a new era in the devyelop- 
ment of this cooperation,
